His domes- 
tic life, however agreeable to his ethical code, would 
not have‘been pleasant to a philosopher of the Eliot 
It is said he died alone. Real tears doubtless were 
shed by sentimental admirers; a great throng held 
in which he died.

Tt is manifestly unfair, of course, to compare ad- 
versely to the former the philosophy of Valentino with 
that of Biliot.
